Inftant a Courier arriv’d from 
Hungary, with Letters for the Imperial 
Court from the Field Marfhal General 
Count Herbeville, importing, That the 
Imperial Army broke up from Peft the 
roth. of the laft Month; that in their March to- 


wards the Tibifcus the Malecontents had endeavour'd 


to incommode them by breaking up the Roads and 
deftroying the Forrage; but that the Army being 
well fubfifted by the Care of Count Schlick the Im- 
perial Commiffary General, pafs'd the Tibifcus the 9th, 
over Bridges which Major General Count Leeuwen- 
berg had taken Care to get laid, and the 11th. in- 
camp’d at Wafferhael, a Place well fituated: ThatG. 
Herbeville had defign’d to attack the Town of Zol- 
nock, but finding he could not fucceed in that Enter- 

rize for want of Bridges ; he march’d along the 
Tibifens down to Segedin, where he pafs’d over a 
Bridge of Boats brought from Peter Waradin for that 
purpofe. That he defign’d to continue his March 
without Lofs of Time from Wafferhael towards 
Great Waradin, in order to relieve that Place which 
is befieg'd by a Body of Malecontents, and after- 
wards to proceed to fuccour Tranfilvania, notwith- 
ftanding he was inform’d by fome Peafants that Prince 
Ragotski defign’d with 50000 Men to oppofe his Ar- 
my, which by a Re-enforcement of 6000 Rafcians 
was become 35000 Men ftrong. The 19th*the two 
Hungarian Deputies Vifa and Occolucciani came 


whither with Advice, That the Malecontents were

Vienna, October 24. Prince Lewis of Baden and 
General Thungen are expected here after the 
Troops are put into Winter-Quarters ; with whom 
and with the Duke of Marlborough who is coming 
hither, together with Prince Eugene, if in the 
prefent juncture he can be fpard from the Ar- 
my in Italy, the Emperor ’tis faid intends to hold 
a general Council of War. The 19th Inftant ar- 
riv'd here the Bithop of Vifa and Baron Occolucci- 
ani, with Letters from the Archbithcp of Colocza 
for the Prince of Salms and the Minifters Media- 
tors, importing in Subftance, That the Malecon- 
tents were ready to treat of a fufpenfion of Arms 
in Order to ent’ring upon a Treaty of Peace ; 
and that the Deputies of Prince Ragotski and all 
the other Malecontents would be the 27th Inftant 
at Tirnau, which Town the Emperour had pro- 
pos'd for the Place of Treaty: Hereupon the Eng- 
lifh and Dutch Minifters are preparing to fer out 
from hence the 26th for Presburg, and to go the 
next Day to Tirnau to fettle {ome Preliminaries 
with the Malecontents in order to the Treaty : 
The Imperial Plenipotentiaries, viz. the Bithop of 
Olmutz, Count Wratiflaw, and M. Till Counfellour 
of the Emperoni’s Council of War, will go as far 
Presburg with the Earl of Sunderland and Baron 
Almelo the Minifters Mediators of England aud 
Holland ; and ftay there till they have fettled Preli- 
minaries with the Malecontents. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated November 7. 
Drefden, O&ober 31. This Week the Prince of 
Furftemberg fer out from hence for Vienna. The 
Pretence of this Journey is to mediate an Accomoda- 
tion between the Emperor and the Pope; but ’tis 
furmis’d ’tis to perfect fome fecret Negociation rela- 
ting to the Affairs of Poland. The King of Poland, 
our Elector, who is gone privately [attended only by 
a Valet de Chambre and a Footman, fays a Letter from 
Amfterdam,] from the Province of Lufatia to Dant- 
vick, will proceed from thence to Tykoczin or Grod- 
no, to confer with the Czar of Mufcovy. ’Tis nor 
known what Orders his Majefty has left with his 
Army in Lafatia, but ’tis thonght they will fhortly 
g° into Winter Quarters, becaufe the Horfe has 
uffer’d very much for want of Forrage, and becaufe 
the Mufcovite Foot (which are advanc’d to Tykoc- 
zin, bur are extremely fatigu’d,) will probably go 
into Quarters in the Country adjacent co the Bug. 
Hamburg, November 3. Letters from Poland advife, 
that the Archbifhop of Lamberg is nominaied ro the 
Archbifhoprick of Gnefna, and the Bithop of Ca- 
miniec to the Archbifhoprick of Cracow ; and that 
the Waywodfhip cf Pofnania is conferr’d on the 
Marthal of the Confederacy: As alfo that the Office 
of Upper Field-Marfhal is given to the Waywod 
Kiowsky, the Under Field-Marfhal’s Office to the 
Notary of the Crown, and the chief Treafurerfhip 
to M. Zarnkowsky ; the three laft conditionally, 
viz. in Cafe the Old Field-Marfhals and chief Trea- 
furer do not come in and acknowledge King Srani- 
flaus within 6 Weeks. The City of Danrzick fore- 
feeing Endeavours will be us’d to compel them to do 
Homage to King Staniflaus, and anfwer the large 
Demands of Money he has made of them, are put- 
ting 
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ting themfelves inta a Condition to defend their Li- 
- berty ; and have already 7000 Foor and 500 Dra- 
goons regular Troops, to which will be added 3600 
Auxiliaries (viz. Artificers Prentices and the like) 
who are to take an Oath to the City and be exercis'd 
to Arms. The Pruffian Troops are marching with 
all Expedition towards Courland, to take Potfetfion 
of that Dukedom for the young Prince. The three 
Battallions that were embark’d at Copenhagen, are 
arrivd at Chriftianpreys in Holftein, apd are to 
Quarter in Rensburg. This Morning the Queen 
Dowager of Denmark left Altena to go to Copenha- 


gen, and the Landgrave of Heife Caffel is gone 
home: Our Artillery was fird at their Depar- 
ture.
